 X Atidftone was formerly a very prophane 
'L Town; inſomuch that I have ſeen 
Morrice dancing, Cudgel playing, Stool-ball, 
Crickets, and many other ſports openly and 
publickly on the Lords Day I have-heard 
chem jeer, and deride,and mock at thoſe who 
profeſſed Godlineſs, and went to hear a Ser- 
 mon-on the Lords Day abroad ,, when they 
' had none at home. Commonly after the 
Evening Service , many of them went to the 
Ale-houſe, many to walk idly in the Fields, 
It was their ane cuſtom to ply the con- 
duirs on the Lords Day for the drawing of 
water. The former vain ſinful cuſtomes of 
ſports were reformed before his coming, but 
by his preaching he prevailed with thera to 
forebear vain walking , idling at their doors, 
alſo to draw their water on Satwraay night, 
which they ſhould have occafion for on the 
Lords Day. Though the Town was large 
and full of people, yer you ſhould bardly fee
